How to Wash Woolen Blankets, 


Select a bright, sunny day, with a brisk 
breeze, so that they may dry zeny, Have 
the water as hot as the hands will bear, and 
dissolve the soap in the water, avoiding rub- 
bing it on the blankets unless very soiled 
spots render itimperative, After rabbing 
it through this water, thoroughly cinso 
through two wators or the samo temperature 
of the rubbing water, Wring as dry as pos- 
sible; then let some one take hold of oxch 
end of tho blanket and pull evenly and 
strong to bring It to its former size before 
drying. Pin as evenly as possible on the 
Ine, and let it become petecuyi dry, Treat: 
ed in this way no ironing necessary. 
The secret of waehing flannels without 
shrinking is to have all the water the same 
temperature (and after long experience I 
prefer hot to lukewarm water), and also to 
thoroughly rinse all soap {rem tho blanket,

ways it won't pay to send the grain to mar- 
ket. The Professor was too far away from 
the scenes of the recent disturbances to know 
much more about thom than what people 
here have had the chance of reading in the 
papers. Regarding the Presbyterian 
Church, the interests of which are his par 
icular care, he says it unquestionably takes 
the lead of all others in Manitoba and the 
rthwest. The Anglican and Metaoilist 
norches are about equal in point of num- 
bers; the former more widely spread and 
counting perhaps more people; the latter 
being more concentrated in the settle- 
ments and being the more active and aggres- 
sive. Both the Presbyterian and the Meth 
list churches were anxious to interfere us 
ittle as possible with each other's ground, 
and the problem’ of how each might best 
avoid interference with the other was being 
gradually worked out.

The Wheat Situation. 


The first decided turn in the wheat maf- 
kets of the States took place this week. For 
months past the tendency has been down- 
wards and the lowest prices for yeara were 
current a week ago. The leading “ bear’ 
manipulators are said to have gone over to 
the bull” sido, the prices being solow that 
the chances for profit are now much greater 
co the “long side, In Chicago the prices of 
wheat have advanced 5c a bushel within the 
pant few days and are still low. The clos- 
ing prices to-day were 77}c for June deliv- 
ery, 79¢ for July and 798c for August, as 
compared with the following a year ago to- 
day:—88e for June, 89¥c for July and 912 
for August. The low prices are due to the 
large imports of wheat into Great Britain 
from India, where wheat-growing is steadily 
increasing. This export from India has a! 
een Stimulated by the depreciation of silver 
vallion in Britain, which makes exchange 
The foreign demand for Ameri- 
can wheat has thus been curtailed and there 
are those who now consider 75c the basis for 
instead of $1. It is 
juestionable, howe’ that the former price 
would pay a fair profit,and general busi- 
ness Las suffered greatly owing to the limit 
ed movement of this important cereal, 
legitimate advance in wheat would do much 
youl at this time to the country, but to 
manipulate and raise prices 50 as to stop 
shipments would really do us harm, ‘The 
exports from Atlantic pons last week were 
about 2,200,000 bushels, the largest on the 
prevent crop aod the visible supply in tho 
Jnited States and Canada has decreased 
from 58,500,000 bushels at the beginning of 
the year to 34,880,000 bushels, being 4,000,- 
000 bushels loss than at the corresponding 
period of last year. The visible supply and 
the amount afloat to Great Britain and the 
Continent is 8,000,000 bushels less than at the 
corresponding period of last year.

A Moving Mountain. 


(Tho following sketch was written by 
“An old Stirling boy,” a former resident of 
this place, and will be found very interest- 
ing. We hope to hear from him again. 
Eprror.) 

In Charchill Co., Nevada, near the centre 
of the state, is an immense mountain of 
sand, nearly as fine as flour, rising over 
2,000 fect above the surrounding coantry, 
which has received the name ‘t Tho Moving 
Mountain,” because of the various changes 
made in its form by the action of the wind. 
It is located in a great cove, which is an 
eastern arm of an almost circular valley, 
about 20 miles across, of sandy, alkaline 
desert. In this dry climate we have but 
little storms of snow or rain, but when the 
wind blows hard, which is quite often, we 
have sand storms which discount all others 
for severity. The wind has piled up this 
mountain heap of saud which is visited every 
year by many lovers of the curious, although 
in an out-of-the-way place, 60 miles from 
the railroad with no habitations near except 
the lonely hut of tbe bachelor miner, who, 
with a pick-axe on shoulder, traversed 
the ragged mountain sides hoping and ex- 
pecting every hour to strike a ledge of min- 
eral which will suddenly transform him from 
a poor man to a millionaire. 

This mountain is as high as the moun- 
tains behind it and cau get vo higher, while 
if a pass were ctit through behind it would 
vanish in a short time. Its sides are very 
steep and no shrubs or grasses of any kind 
are found on it, Semetimes it asdumes a 
round shape like a potato hill and the next 
day it will be an elevated range throe- 
fourths of a mile long. Its shapo depends 
npon the direction Romi which) the). Wwingl 
comes. But its most remarkable features I 
have yet to relate. Near the top on ons 
side there is a great opening like a whirl- 
pool which is the most active when the 
wind blows, and from which, it is said, 
nothing escapes that once geta drawn into 
it, From it there issucs at times a roarin; 

sound as of a lion, which is often heard 6 
miles away with distinctness. The philoso- 
phy of thia I supposed was the samo as that 
of the sound occasioned by the wind blow- 
ing over the mouth of an empty jug. ‘This 
hole seems a large jug of sand. ‘The Piute 
Indians tell us that one of theirnumber once 
ventured too near the crater, fell in and loat 
sight of forever.

Arbor Day. Doubtless there has been, here 
and there, over the land some work dono to 
celebrate the day, There has been somo 
planting, or rather a sticking in of trees on 
the equares and other pubilo places in the 
olty of Montreal, This shows that tho 
cltizens approve of and join the good work ; 
even the scacol boys and girlsare most en 
thuslastio to plant thelr troos, 

It must, however, bo pointed out to our 
olty amateuc planters, that digging a doop 
narrow hole and sticking a tendor young tree 
in it, somewhat after tho fashion of planting 
a cedar post, Is not the way o young tree 
should bo planted, Oar country frlonds 
know howto handle and to plant a young 
troe, 

Tho roots aro generally planted too deep 
by our amatsura, far below thelr original 
position, and, again, the trees selected aro 
too large for planting. Select young trees 
and plant thom as near tho surface as they 
formerly grow. Go look at our forest trees; 
the roots in moat cases will be found running 
on the turface or elightly below, 

The trees thus planted during tho past 
threo or four years in the city of Montreal, 
notably on Dominion Square, have been a 
failure, The intentlon was good but the 
Isbour bad. They were stuck down like 
telegraph posts, quito firm, so that no wind 
could shake them, They looked very pret 
ty for a couple of weeks but were lesficss 
at mid-summer, having bsen planted deep 
down In the cold clay, forcing their roots, 
ifthey grew at all, to grow upwards in 
search of good soll, A young tree Is a very 
tender thing, therefore, handle it tenderly, 
plant it carefully, better to plant a dozen 
trees well than a hundred carelessly, 

Those Arbor Dsys will have a decided and 
permanent cffevt for good and will oreate a 
taste ia the rising generation for the p'aat- 
ing and growing of tre A noble taste 
and worthy to be encouraged, it Instillsa 
love of country, Trees planted in our young 
days sround the home of our youth stani 
like sentinels—beacons—that ever live and 
are always fresh In the memory of the wan- 
derer.

a speech at Edinburgh on Monday night 
night last, referring to Ireland's prayer for 
peace, said: ‘It is not often in the history 
of countries that such opportunities arise. 
Rare, indeed, have they been in the case of 
Ireland, the first I believe being the oppor. | 
tunity provided by the Treaty of Limerick. | 
Had that treaty been executed the last two 
hundred years would have told a very differ 
ent talefand the indelible blot of disgrace 
which the judgment of the civilized world 
has fixed upon England for her treatment of 
| Ireland would have been found to 
sully ber brilliant and illustrious eacutcheon. 
(Cheers.) I am sorry to say that it was 
Protestant bigotry and national perfidy that 
trampled under foot the actiota of that 
treaty, Such opportunities thus far have 
come at intervals of centuries—at the end of 
the seventeenth, at the close of the eigh- 
teenth, and now again at the close of the 
nineteenth contury. You will never be able 
to alter what has happened in the last six | 
months, which has stamped upon our own 
history facts ineffaceable in themselves and 
tain as to their results, If that prayer is 
rejected you never will be able to goverr 
Ireland again, You will find that disap 
pointment will induce exasperation, social 
order will be more and more impaired, soci- 
ty will be disquieted and disturbed by 
agrarian outrages, The time of Parliament 
will be filled with odious battles, coercion 
will be manded; crercion will be resisted 
if adopted ond again withdrawn and the 
sane miserable round of struggles will dis- 
honor the history of our country. (Cheers,) 
To avert all these mischiefs we ask the 
country to listen to our prayer reduced with 
in the limits of r yn and safety We ask 
you to achieve victory for the best and high 
est interests of mankind.” Lond and pro 
longed cheers, in the midst of which Mr. 
Gladstone resumed his seat, having spoken 
au hour and a half. 


Revising the Constitution. 


The recent elections in Nova Scotia show 
that there is a great spirit of unrest in that 
Province, and it is possible they have some 
grievances that should demand attention. 
This has brought up the question of are 
vision of the basis of Confederation, and it 
is said that the Dominion binet are con- 
sidering the calling of aconvention to revise 
the constitution 
Although the Dominion 
y years ‘of age, great changes have 
taken place since 1867, when the four Prov 
inces of Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia and 
New Bruoswick were united, The country 
has grown in territorial extent and new Io 
terests have grown up, and there is great 
need of a readjustment of the federal and 
provincial relations. Since Confederation 
was v sed three provinces and the exten- 
sive Northwest territories have been added 
to the Dominion, and these additions, with 
the immense public works that have had to 
be undertaken to keep pace with the nation- 
al growth, have materially affected the 
Maritime Provinces, A constitutional re- 
vision will undoubtedly result in the con- 
solilation of Nova Scotian, New Brunswick 
and Prince Edward Island as one province, 
under one local legislature. With the con 
solidation of the revenues now given to these 
provinces there would be considerable gain 
One legislature would cost only one-third as 
much as the present three houses, and would 
serye the people mach better, and the rev- 
enue saved thereby would be directed into 
other channels, Again, Nova Scotia is al- 
ways liable to be a disturbing element, and 
if absorbed with New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island into the new province of 
cadia its opportunities in this respect 
would be removed. Manitoba and the 
Northwest also require to be placed on a 
different footing toward the federal author- 
ity, anil there are now many sources of con- 
flict on the line where provincial and fed- 
eral authority mect which a reyision of the 
constitution would remove. It is fair to 
suppose that with nineteen years of exper- 
ienice the people of Canada’ could improve 
the constitution which they framed in 1867, 
with no experience whateyer of federal life,

The movement of population to the North 
West was materially discouraged last year by 
the halfbreed rebellion, but it is reported to 
be largely on the increase this season, Dur- 
ing May 600 entries on the C. P. R, lands 
were recorded, representing about one thou- 
sand people, A very good cluss of immi- 
grants is reported as arriving, most of them 
being frem the continent of Europe and pos 
sessing a little capital. ‘lhe moré we get of 
this class the better. Aw one great object in 
bonusing the C, P. R. so liberally was that 
it would act as an immigration agency, and 
settle up its own lands as a means of making 
the line remunerative, the fact that it has at 
least begun to do this work for which it has 
been liberally paid by the country, is an ox 
cellent reason why the immigration depart 
ment should cease operations and quit spend 
ing the public money to bring in a less neces- 
and desirable class of immigrants, We

Slang Among Young Girls. 


T have a few words to say about the im- 
moderate use of slang among young girla. I 
think that some of the new-coined words of 
the present day express a great deal more 
forcibly certain assertions than the plain, 
simple English words would, But what 1 
object to is the use of words that have scarce- 
ly any connection with the subject being 
spoken of, It is amazing to hear grown wo- 
men who have been brought up well ain, 
what I call vulgar language; but as it is aiet 
40 very commonly no one scams to think any- 
thing about it, unless their ears are extreme- 
ly sensitive to such words, I have recently 
heard of a clab formed by little girls from 10 
to 14 years old to break themselves of using 
any slang whatever. ‘These same little girls 
belong to extremely conscientious, Christian 
families and I was rather astonished that 
they should need such discipline; bat they 
are carrying it so far as to question whether 
Hello should not he'cabt ont au sey claimed 
it was just as easy when they saw each 
other to say good morning or some such ad- 
dress. The punishment they inflict on 
themselves is to put a black bead on o 
string for every word they catch themselves 
using and wear the string too. Now 
woulda'bit We quibeia/gond Aden for tay’ of 
the family to form a club, either of grown 
folks or young girls, or both, and impose a 
fine on every word used and take the sum at 
stated times and use it for some charitable 
purpose? I know it would be quite humili- 
ating to many of us to find when watching 
or being watched for every slang word or 
phrase What ‘a very immoderate use we 
make of them. I think in conversation we 
unthinkingly use some of no meaning at all. 
It seems strange that a person who uses con- 
siderable slang in talking rarely oses any 
when writing, I really thing if we only 
thought about what we are about to say we 
would be a little more careful of our choice 
of words,

How To Ventilate a Hore 


Thle fn the season of the year whon many 
homen nro fa course of coastiuo‘ion, and 
the following suggestions rérportlog the 
ventilation of homes may te fund useful 

In tho oenstructlon of a ¢wolllog, aiten 
ticn ahoald be glyeato amp’e provision for 
tho adequate supply of freth ocd paro alr 

t phonld be rocolleoted that each person re 
quires not loss than forty to sixty oubio foot 
of puro, froth alr por minute, or 2 400 to 
3600 oublo foct por hour, T sare this 
anount of alr requires for each porson an 
oponiog not lee thaa ono-sixth of a square 
fo tin area, and ab ute anfety requires w 
abil larger ores, Somo froah alr will find 
its way in through cracks, between window 
sayb, under ond around doors, and evon 
through brick walls; bat this Is an uncer 
tain and inadequate supply, and openings 
should ba provided at ooavoniont places for 
this purposo. 

If provision forthe proper ventllath n of 
a houso is made at the timo of its oconstrac- 
tlon, very little expense need bo involved ; 
honco the Importance of giving this matter 
attention when planning a dwelling. Tho 
followiog Isa brlof summary of the prinol 
ples of correot ventilation, which ought to 
be famillar to every ono, whether Interest 
od In house-bailding or not :— 
1, For effiolent ventilation of oach room 
ina building, two openings are nocossary, 
one for ontrance of fresh alr, and one for 
ogre: of foul alr. 
2 When tho fresh air enters a room 
warm, os when furnaces aro used for hoat 
Ing, tho fonl alr opening should be at tho 
bottom, as the oldest air in the room, and 
consequently the moat Impure, will bo that 
which has been in the room tho longest, 
and has been gradually cooled by contact 
with outside walls and window surfaces, 
When a 100m Is heated by atoves, the foul 
air opening should be nosr the colllog. 
The slz» of openings depends upon tho 
nuambor of persons to be suppliod with air. 
It may bo laid down asa general rale tha 
an opening of twenty-four square laches 
space In both Inlet and outlet Is reqalred for 
each Individual Ina room, Tho openings 
should be of sufficlent size to allow a pas- 
sage of at least throo thousand cubis feet cf 
air per hour without oreating too psrooptl- 
blo drafts, Afr oannot travel through a 
room more rapldly than five feeta seoont 
without a carrent’s boing perceptible, A 
alck-room neods two or three times tho or- 
dioary amount of ventilation. 
Tho foul-air openings of rooma should 
connect with heated ventilating shafte. 
Cold-air shafts are uncertain ventilators, 
They are not to be rolled upon, The 
amount of draft Inthe shaft depends upon 
the height of tho shaft and the amount of
